THE BIG TEAM AND RECORD LOAD ENTERING ELEVATOR 


HAULING GRAIN TO VULCAN 


Large Audience Hears/Dr. Stanley 
Interesting Topic 


Ralph Moorehouse Makes Record Grain Delivery With a 
Team of Thirty Horses.

Ambition in its highest conception 
is to plan big plans and make them 
come through. Vulcan .is every now 
and then accomplishing something 
that is locally great, and sometimes 
our greatness becomes provincial, but 
this Week we record an event that in 
type and pictures will give us publici¬ 
ty all over America and even to the 
Old Country. 

This event is an unequalled feat of 
the kind anywhere. It was the de¬ 
livery to the Alberta Pacific elevator 
in Vulcan of one car load of wheat by 
one man with one outfit. No one 
delivery of grain has been more spec¬ 
tacular, and certainly none has creat¬ 
ed so much interest. Those who did 
not witness the feat missed some won¬ 
derful sight, and will have to take 
the pictures we print and the story we 
tell for their conception of an event 
that was the rival of circus. 

The promoters of this delivery, 
planned big and they made good. 
There were in all 1144 bushels • of 
No. 1 wheat, loaded in 8 large wagons 
or tanks, hitched one behind the other, | 
and to these w»? ^Attached a team of 
20 horses and ,10 mules—30 head in 
all—and thesel were driven by only 
one man, and that man was Ralph 
Moorehouse, who is familiarly known 
as “Slim”. It was of itself a real 
procession, the length over all, wa¬ 
gons and team, being 246 feet. 

, The grain was the property of 
Messrs. Steiner Bros., and was hauled 
from the Buffalo Hill district, a 
distance of 22 miles, and the trip was 
made at the rate of a little more than 
2 miles per hour, and it figures out 
that each animal was hauling con¬ 
siderably more than one ton, but they 
walked right along, and were under 
easy control of driver Moorehouse, 
though a number of them were prac¬ 
tically green horses.

Each wagon was stopped on reach¬ 
ing the scales and weighed and un- 
loaled in the usual way, and the 1144 
bushels were handled in one hour and 
seventeen minutes, and the splendid 
facilities of the Alberta Pacific, oper¬ 
ated by Mr. Frank Kejver, elevated 
this record loal in 30 Vi .minutes. The 
loading of the grain into the wagons 
from the granary on the farm requir¬ 
ed the labor of 6 men for 1% hours. 

The event made a day in town thht 
looked like a first of July, celebration, 
and Vulcan readily appreciates the ex¬ 
traordinary privilege and pleasure 
which came through the co-operation 
of those who have already been men¬ 
tioned in this article and the officials 
of the Alberta Pacific Grain Co., the 
negotiations being arranged by Mr.

The complaint of farmers that the 
.-itanip tax is deducted from the 
cheques being issued them by com¬ 
mission firms in payment for cars of 
grain sold is quite natural. It is the 
practice in the grain trade to pass on 
this tax to the faVmer and the state¬ 
ment is made that if it were not done 
directly, it would have to be covered 
indirectly in the form of increased 
commissions or other charges. Even 
when a carload of wheat or oats is 
sold directly to a milling company by 
the producer, the practice is to deduct 
the stamp tax in making settlement. 
The Tribune has been shown a number 
of statements of account on which the 
stamp tax is openly deducted. It is 
a reasonable complaint, in the sense 
that the farmer, juSt like the ordinary 
consumer in the cities, is led to believe 
that the hundred and one varieties of 
taxes are so planned that they will tax 
business. But as a matter of, fact they' 
are almost invariably passed on to the 
obscure individual known as the Ulti¬ 
mate consumer: John aiones, farmer; 
Henry Smith, laborer, ahd Richand 
Brown, clerk, are the ultimate source 
of practically all taxes imp gsed^ yrro- 
bably a good many farmers smiled a 
pleased smile when they read some 
time ago that the new stamp taxes 
would hit the grain exchange hard, 
since the grain trade has to pay out 
large sums by cheque. But if they had 
stopped to think there would have 
been no smile. In one form or an¬ 
other it was perfectly certain from the 
first that the grain exchange would 
find a means of passing on the charge 
to the producers of grain. Taxes on 
matches do not affect the manufac¬ 
turer of matches, but the buyer. Pro¬ 
perty taxes are passed on to the 
tenant. Sijdes taxes are passed on to 
the consumer of the goods taxed. So 
it goes, all down the line. There is 
only one way to ease taxation. That 
is to compel governments to reduce 
expenses and eliminate non-productive 
expenditures. There is no government 
revenue except money that is taken 
out of the pockets of the people. 
—Winnipeg Tribune.

“Many of the preachers of the 
higher foolishness are reformers of 
the sort which Saint Paul said would 
herald the coming of the end of the 
world, preaching doctrines to itching 
ears. To these reformers the prac¬ 
tical is,unworthy of attention. To 
ignore completely the fundamental 
traits of human nature is the .cardinal 
point of their doctrine. Societies for the 
relief of distressed burglars, associa¬ 
tions for the amelioration of the bore¬ 
dom of setting hens by -hanging in¬ 
structive pictures in the chicken house, 
inquiries into the possibility of intel¬ 
lectual development among fishes, 
devotion of the abstractions of spe¬ 
culation rather than to the actual pro¬ 
blems of life—all of these are symp¬ 
toms of the mental shallowness and 
feebleness of.mind .which has come to 
be taken as a mark of intellectual dis¬ 
tinction and superiority to the herd.” 

With these sentiments C. W. Peter¬ 
son, editor of the Farm and Ranch 
Review, Calgary, who preaches com¬ 
mon sense to Western farmers, is in 
hearty agreement. He declares that 
every crack-brained aberration, every 
silly obsession, every impudent social 
adventure, provided it receives the 
sanction of the new idealism, is hawk¬ 
ed abroad with insistent eloquence or 
senseless clamor; people are being 
governed and advised to death; the 
pestiferous modern idealist would re¬ 
gulate life until it becomes a cold 
blooded science instead of an art, rich 
in emotion and true humanism. . 

Mr. Peterson is quite obviously not 
carried away by quack panaceas for 
economic ills which are so frequently 
prescribed in Western Canada. “One 
of these days,” he says, “we will put 
reformers and idealists in jail—that 
is, when we reach the age of Common 
Sense after we have tested out Socia¬ 
lism and Bolshevism and all the other 
‘isms’ and found them wanting.” ^

Of great souls who inspire us to fight for our land. 

The oak that is strongest may fall in the blast, 

But a forest will grow from the sheds that it cast; 

Thus each drop from the breast of this flower of *ur race 
Will spring up a soldier to stand in his place.”-" 

The natural course of passing away from this world is thus described 
in “Going Away”: r 

“Yet those we leave shall go away, 

And those they leave shall go; 

All to the gifat Eternity 
We follow in a row.” 

Troubles, worries and disappointments are the natural shares of human 
beings, and the poet offers a little consolation in his poem “Broke Buds" in 
these words:— 

“Perhaps the flowers of heaven are little flowers 
That here at girth were broken on the ground; 

Perhaps the hours of heaven arc happy hours 
That here we often sought, but never found.” 

His own countrymen are described in vigorous and forcible language:— 
“No other race has such a love 
For God and native land, 

And none can fight for liberty 
With such a stalwart hand; , 

On scaffold, prison yard, or field y/ 

None dies a death so grand.”

The annual loss due to ignorance or 
negligence in the care of farm imple¬ 
ments is appalling. Figures have 
been published from time to time 
showing depreciation on implements 
from lack of shelter and care, still 
many farmers winter their imple¬ 
ments in the field where they were 
last used, or scattered about the farm 
yard. A manufacturer, if he is to 
prosper, must keep his production cost 
at tho lowest possible figure. The 
same applios to tlie farmer, who is no 
less a manufacturer, and one of the 
ways in which he can materially cut 
down his expenses is in the proper 
cure of his implements and tools. All 
implements when not in use should be 
under cover, and not left exposed to 
tlie influence of the weather. A ma¬ 
chine or implement sited need not be 
an elaborate aifair. If it can be whol¬ 
ly closed, so much the better. It 
should be conveniently situated, and 
the front should consist largely of 
roller doors, so that any implement 
can readily be obtained. As to the ar¬ 
ranging of the various implements, a 
binder being used practically at one 
season of the year* may be stored in 
a far corner, leaving space nearer the 
door for mowtos, ploughs and other 
implements used ) at various times 
throughout the season. A stitch in 
time saves nine, and many an expen¬ 
sive repair item might be saved by re¬ 
pairing a machine at the first appear¬ 
ance «of trouble. When implements 
are taken out they should be looked 
over carefully, nuts tightened, adjust¬ 
ments and trivial repairs made, which 
if left might develop no efcd of trouble. 
Far too little machine oil is used 
causing excessive wearing on bearings 
and castings, and working untold in¬ 
jury on the machine. A coat of paint 
not only adds to the appearance, but 
greatly prolongs the life of both wood 
and iron. Polished surfaces, such as 
plough shards and mould boards, 
should be smeared with grease or 


CROCKERY 


Despite heavy increase in the tariiT 
Canada is exporting tonsidcruble 
cream to the United States. ' 

New laid eggs are becoming scarce 
and command a nice premium. At 
Lethbridge and Calgary BO cents the 
dozen was paid. 

Reports from the irrigation block 
show that wheat yields running -as 
highr as 48 bushels to the acre have 
been harvested in Taber district. 

Reports from Fort Norman, in the 
far north, reveal that the early winter 
has not checked drilling for oil in 
that territory. The original well at 
Fort Norman of the Imperial Oil 
Company is still producing seventy 
barrels a day and this fluid is found 
of great value locally. 

During the past few years Canada 
has stepped up from ninth to fourth 
place among the great exporting na¬ 
tions of the world, according to John 
R. Shaw, president of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association. Further¬ 
more, Mr. Shaw’ declared, Canadian 
manufacturer are today exporting to 
44 different countries. 

In giving evidence before a govern- 
men commission at Edmonton investi- 
ga.ing the provincial gas question, 1,. 
G. Huntlip, gas expert from.Pittsburg, 
declared that he knew of no pool more 
favorable for operation than that in 
the Viking Field. Government reports 
estimate the production of this field at 
5,000,000 feet per day. 

Tw’o carloads of Alberta eggs are 
now en route to Great Britain, and if 
the shipment markets satisfactorily 
it is expected a profitable trade will be 
developed. It is only a few years 
since Alberta was importing eggs 
from China and butter from New Zea¬ 
land, and now she is exporting large 
quantities of both these products. 

The development of the dairying in¬ 
dustry in Alberta is indicated in the 
fact that a provincial report just is¬ 
sued shows that 23,650,000 pounds of 
cream were graded at 43 creameries 
in the five months from May to Sep¬ 
tember inclusive. Under the new sys¬ 
tem of grading a marked improve¬ 
ment in the quality of Alberta butter 
has been recorded. 

The remaining link of the Dominion 
government highway across the Roc¬ 
kies from Lake Louise into British 
Columbia via Winderfere, has prac¬ 
tically been completed. This will 
make it possible next summer for tou¬ 
rists to make the complete trip up 
from the States through Alberta 
and down into California by way of 
Banff and Lake Louise. 

Alberta’s death rate from tubercu-' 
losis is the second lowest in Canada, 
so Dr. R. E. Woodhouse, of Ottawa, 
secretary of the National Society for 
the Relief of Tuberculosis, declared at 
a big public nieetin here. He is cam¬ 
paigning for a general plan effective 
throughout the Dominion," which will 
provide adequate means for the com¬ 
batting of this disease. 

Just north of this town, which is 
550 miles north of the International 
Boundary, a farmer, Pendell Bush, 
ripened 1,000 pounds of tomatoes of 
the best quality this season. At Fort 
Vermilion, 100 miles farther north, 
tomatoes, cucumbers, pumpkins and 
musk melons were matured. Wheat is 
stated to be “Number One Hard, as 
usual", and the hay crop very abun-
